It is a singular* fact that the Monroe 
doctrine is of British origin. In 1823 
George Canning, British forei^i secre­ 
tary of state, suggested that th<f United 
States government should take decided 
ground against interference by the “ holy 
alliance” in Mexico and South Amer­ 
ica, where the Spanish colonies had es­ 
tablished their independence. 
The “ holy alliance” was a union of 
Austria, France, Prussia and Russia for 
the maintenance of the Enropean mon­ 
archies. It was formed soon after the 
Napoleonic wars and was renewed and 
strengthened in 1820, when uprisings 
occurred in several countries of Enrope. 
Great Britain had been asked to join the 
combination, and some steps had been 
taken in that direction under Lord Cas- 
tlereagh. On his death by suicide Can­ 
ning became foreign minister, and un­ 
der his guidance Great Britain held 
aloof from the continental alliance. 
The United States had recognized the 
independence of Mexico and the other 
revolted Spanish colonies, and Canning 
was inclined to pursue the same course. 
In 1828 he suggested to Richard Rush, 
United States minister at Loudon, that 
this government should express in a 
forcible manner its opposition to inter­ 
vention by the European powers in be­ 
half of Spain against its colonies which 
had rejected allegiance. 
This suggestion was conveyed to Pres­ 
ident Monroe through John Qnine> 
Adams, the American secretary of state. 
President Monroe submitted the propo­ 
sition of Canning to Jefferson and Mad­ 
ison for their opinion on the subject. 
Jefferson’s answer was prompt and de­ 
cisive in favor of such a declaration as 
Canning had suggested. He said it was 
the most momentous question submitted 
for his opinion since the Declaration of 
Independence. 
Madison approved of 
Jetfersou’s opinion and equally appre­ 
ciated the importance of the question. 
Under these circumstances President 
Monroe, in his annual message Dec. 2, 
1828, expressed the doctrine that has 
since borne his name. 
There had been 
some correspondence with Russia and 
Great Britain in regard to boundary 
treaties, which the president described, 
adding: 
In the discussions to w hich this in­ 
terest has given rise, and in the ar­ 
rangements by whieh they may termi­ 
nate, the occasion has been judged prop- 
or for asserting as a principle in which 
the rights and interests of the United 
States are involved that the American 
continents, by the free and independent 
condition which they have assumed and 
maintain, are henceforth not to be 
considered as subjects of colonization 
by any European powers. ” 
In the same message, referring to the 
insurrections in Europe, President Mon­ 
roe said that the United States would 
always be anxious and interested spec­ 
tators of events, but declared: 
“ I® the mass of European powers in 
m»0rnm relating to themselves w’e have 
umw teken any part, nor does it com­ 
port wfffii our policy to do so. It is only 
whea mm lights are invaded or serious­ 
ly jneaaead that we resent injuries or 
make paeparations for defense. With the 
iuovmMF^ in this hemisphere we are of 
more immediately connected, 
and by causes which must be obviouB to 
all enlightened and impartial observ­ 
ers. ” 
“ The political system of the allied 
powers is essentially different in this 
respect from that of America. This dif­ 
ference proceeds from that which exists 
in their respective governments. And to 
the defenstsof our own, which has been 
acquired by the loss of so much blood 
and treaanre, ai>d matured by the wis­ 
dom of their meat enlightened citizens, 
and under which we have enjoyed un­ 
exampled felicity, this whole nation is 
devoted. We owe it, therefore, to the 
caudur and to the auiicabharelations ex­ 
isting between the United States and 
those powers to declare that we should 
consider any attempt on their parte to

These fish are notoriously long 
lived, and, provided they are not caught 
before they have had a ohauoe of living 
long, and, provided again, they have . 
Siw enemies and solicitous keepers to j 
supplement their natural food supply ' 
regularly, it is only natural that they ; 
should grow to a relatively groat size, j 
Under normal conditions, of course, they 
do not exceed a few’ pounds, and, as it , 
is the normal conditions that prevail, 
discussion of what they might attain 
may be regarded by not a few as some­ 
thing of a futility. Still, they are some­ 
times placed in peculiarly favorable cir- , 
cumstances, and, as the question isI 
really concerned with what weight they 
can reach, it is not such a futility after ! 
all. 
We must go abroad for the biggest 
carp of which angling history has to 
tell. In a private pond in Saxony there j 
used to be a pair of breeding carp whose 
united weight in tiaxtmy measure (7 per 
cent heavier than English) reached 91 
pounds. The male was 48 pounds and 
the female 48’ pounds. By good living I 
and attention they even exceeded this, i 
In 11 years the male put on 9 pounds 
and the female 12 pounds. The pond 
which afforded a home for these crea­ 
tures was a famous one. In one year 
4,000 pounds of carp were taken from it 
—to say nothing of tench and jack. In 
this same pond—w hich, by the way, cov­ 
ered 17 acres—the proprietor had left 
several carp for breeding. Fivb of these 
weighed 108 pounds Saxon, and the 
largest of the live, a Spiegel carp, aged 
1G years, drew in tho scale 81 ^ pounds 
English. The age of the two first alluded 
to could not be estimated. They were on 
the estate when it was purchased from 
1 another family, 60 years before. 
We have never toonr personal knowl- 
a carp that exceeded 22 
pounds to be caught in English waters. 
A brace which weighed 85 pounds was 
ouce presented to the late Lord Egre- 
mout. A curious thing about these big 
fish is their tameness. Mr. Pennell tells 
us he has seen oarp in the garden ponds 
of Rotterdam wtgerly following visitors 
about to be fed, while one immense fel­ 
low, with a sido as broad as a flitch of 
bacon and an appetite that seemed in­ 
satiable, actually pursued him for near­ 
ly 100 yards along the side of the hank 
until his stock of bread had run out.
